It 
also Indicates that tho public lands remaining 
In tbe southern states, which bad boon so 
long neglected, are rapidly coming uuder set- 
tlement.

transfers of public lands In ten states and tor- i 
ritorles—Dakota, Florida, Kansas, Louisiana, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Nebraska, Oregon, 
Washington Territory and Wisconsin.

1882, tbe statement shown an Increase of 35,- 
817 In the number of entries, cash sales, 
original homestead entries and timber culture 
entries, of 3,505,843 m the nnmber oi acres 
entered.
